‘I'he 
Anwrican solidars cheered bavk heartily and in 
sesrral places, where drawn up for evening drers 
Lputade, saluted the insurgents a5 they ched 
through the American lines and greeted them 
with Joud aud outhusiastie cheers, | ‘here was 
no sigit of, any friction. In one or two in’ 
stances when the rebols cwera collecting and 
forming, there was some wisuuderstanding be- 
teen them and the American seatrivs about 
the former passing armed through cortain svc 
tions of the city, but these difficultics were uot 
long 4n being struitenvd out, so thot all -wns 
praca and harmony ‘at tho boner of ovacuntion. 
‘Che Spaniards. sappointed that 
the Auicricans had ing with the’ rebels, 
but all other foreigners as well aa the Americans 
and aatives were delighted at the Lappy con- 
clusion of the day's incidents. 
_ Asthe situation now stands the Americans are 
in completo porscssion of the entire city of 
Mi and suburbs, The insu ts havo 
maa d ont to such distances that there should 
bo no repotitions of the patty difficnities that 
have repeatedly urison during the past thirty 


days. ¢ 

Following this evacuation by the Insurgent 
forces of their positions in Munila is anathor 
event of-no little importance and possibly of iar 
greatur consequence. 
September 15, the Pilippino congross mot aud 
organized at Malolos under favourable auspices 
and ina decidedly successful mantier. It had 
| deen called togathor by prociamution of Pro. 
sifant Apiinalio nnd delagates came from all 
parta of Luzon and some of tha other tslanis. 
Futly ou hundred ncoredited representatives 
were present, The assembly wasipresided over 
by the Prosident, who opened the proceedings 
with a modést brief address. . A large numbor 
of Amoricans and Britishors wont to Mulolos 
to witness tho convoning of tho congress. 
Amoug these was Consul Wil who speaks 
highly of the dignity aud ability of- the men 
forming it. It is only frank and foir to admit 
that everybody was agreeubly surprised at tho 
appearance, self possession, refined manuer, and 
orderly demeuneur that churacterized ihe 
delegates, Thoy bobaved in the most up-to- 
date. way. They conducted tuonselves and their 
‘proceedings as tf they wera veteran members of 
the British House of Commous or of tho United 
States Senate. In short the impression oreated 
was excellant. ‘ 

Of course Malolos was privy, It was in holiday 
attire as it bas beea every day sitce Agninalde 
arrived, The lenis were oll happy, first, 
becouse their town was selected as ihe ‘capital 
aud, second, because so much money was being 
brought to the place by natives and foreigners 
who came from Manila and other peints. Tho 
congress will probably remain in session some 
days. All Anwerivans and Britishers who visit 
Malolos are shown taarked kinduces by the in- 
surgent leaders .and by the ‘common people. 
Suspicion may be presont but it is not offensive. 
T should not forset to call atluntion ta the fact 
that the congress was mad up of inen. from 
differsnt professions. Only. a portion of them 
were eoldiers or of iho fighting cless, ‘There 
wore many doctors, sane Inwyers, men of orga 
landed estates, tonobera, end merchants. All 
wore well dressed in atylias Kurapean clothes 
—atylivb for the Islunda, hordly for Piseadilly 
aod Bisadway. Committess wore appointed for 
this tnd that purpose, at the heud of which 
yore plucud mon who were specially suited for 
tho. work in lund. Whilo among these mon 
there is o strong fooliug that they cau rua an 
indepenilent government. there is every reabou 
to believe’ that the abloat and most influential 
uatives, including Aguinclto himsolf, realize 
thot such government would bo “hopeless unless 
under the proteotion of the United States;
